O City envisions world-class sustainable community for 
30,000 people O Nine-member selection committee 
will make recommendation to council in spring 


Redevelopment of Edmonton’s City Centre 
Airport could raise the bar on sustainable 
communities. 

“This, I think, will set a standard in 
Canada that will be searched out in many 
places,” Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
yesterday. 

Five international design teams 
unveiled their visions for the site, where 
construction is planned for 2014. 

“It’s brilliant,” said Phil Sande, 
executive director of the project. “We have 
217 hectares in a sustainable development 
where we can achieve net zero impact.” 

Generous green spaces, recreational 
water, environmental sustainability, inno¬ 
vative uses for historical buildings, family- 
friendly housing, a focus on transit, and 
an acknowledgement of Edmonton as a 
winter city are just a few of the key 
features of the submissions. 

Thirty-three firms came forward and 
Sweco of Sweden, Perkins & Will of 
Vancouver, KCAP Architects and Planners 
of Rotterdam, BNIM of Kansas City, and 
Foster & Partners of London were chosen 
and each paid $50,000 by the city to come 
up with visions. 

City council voted in July 2009 to close

Crews battle 
pinebeettes 

An army of 600 workers is 
busy in Alberta forests 
against the tree-killing 
mountain pine beetle. 

The crews are fanning 
out into a key area between 
Grande Prairie, Hinton and 
Slave Lake in west-central 
Alberta where the beetles 
are in the greatest danger 
of spreading east. 

The goal is to cut and 
bum 170,000 infested trees 
by the end of March. 

Experts estimate the 
beetles threaten six million 
hectares of Alberta forest 
containing pine trees.

Prized pooch 
lands top honour 

O Canadian canine edges out American competitors at Westminster Kennel 
Club show O Edmonton breeder calls pug’s performance ‘a dream come true’ 


This pug took one look at 
the Madison Square Gar¬ 
den ring and came out 
swinging. 

Oscar, or Oscar De La 
Hoya as he’s known in the 
dog show circuit, may 
have entered as underdog 
but the Alberta-born 
pooch pranced away from 
this week’s Westminster 
Kennel Glub dog show 
with No. 3 Toy Dog and 
No. 1 Pug honours. 

“With 33 of the top- 
ranked pugs entered, we 
didn’t even know if we 
would win the breed,” 
said Leanna Mottus, who 
co-owns Oscar with his 
Galgary-based handler, El- 
yse Fernets. 

While he’s competed in 
Ganada since he was a 
pup, snatching seven best- 
in-show titles, this marks 
the three-year-old’s first 
foray into the coveted 
American canine contest. 


“A Group 3 placement 
at the Garden amongst 
the top toy dogs in the 
U.S. is larger than life,” 
said Mottus, who lives in 
Edmonton and breeds 
pugs. 

It’s not all work and no 


play for the pint-sized 
pooch, said Mottus, call¬ 
ing the canine “your typi¬ 
cal goofball pug” when 
he’s not competing. 

Also a stud, Oscar cur¬ 
rently has a few “ladies in 
waiting” for his services.

Thousands of protesters 
poured into a main square 
in Bahrain’s capital yester¬ 
day in an Egypt-style rebel¬ 
lion that sharply escalated 
pressure on authorities. 

Security forces have bat¬ 
tled demonstrators calling 
for political reforms and 
greater freedoms over two 
days, leading to the deaths 


of two protesters and the 
main opposition group 
vowing to freeze its work 
in parliament in protest. 
Bahrain’s King Hamad bin 
Isa A1 Khalifa made a rare 
national TV address, offer¬ 
ing condolences for the 
deaths, and promising to 
push ahead with reforms.

Italian Prime Minister 
Silvio Berlusconi has 
been ordered to stand tri¬ 
al for underage prostitu¬ 
tion and extortion. The 
first hearing is scheduled 
for April 6 in Milan. 

The court will consist 
of three female judges. 
Two people appear as vic¬ 
tims in this trial; Moroc¬ 
can dancer Karima 


(Ruby) El Mahroug for 
the crime of underage 
prostitution; and the Ital¬ 
ian Home Office for the 
crime of extortion. 
Berlusconi is accused of 
having paid for sex with 
Ruby while she was un¬ 
derage, and to have put 
pressure on police to re¬ 
lease the girl when she 
was held on charges of 
theft. Major opposition 
groups have asked 
Berlusconi to immediate¬ 
ly resign and accept to 
defend himself in court.

O Elite commandos get a dunking by Ontario police 
O JTF-2 soldiers believed to be those pulled over 


A hankering for Tim Hor¬ 
tons after a hard day of 
training went horribly 
wrong for some of Canada’s 
super-secret commandos, 
who wound up handcuffed 
and face down along a ma¬ 
jor highway. 

The elite special-forces 
soldiers, travelling in a con¬ 
voy of civilian vehicles, 
were pulled over on Nov. 
27, 2009, along Highway 
401 in Ontario after a pan¬ 
icked citizen spotted the 
burly men at a coffee shop. 

Ontario Provincial Police 
were called, and officers 
from the Brighton detach¬ 
ment, west of Belleville, 
Ont., followed the vehicles 
east along the highway, 
where they executed “a 


high-risk takedown” with 
weapons drawn. 

“The OPP ordered (cen¬ 
sored) from the vehicles 
where they were searched, 
cuffed and laid on the 
ground beside the highway 
in plain view of passing mo¬ 
torists,” says a Defence De¬ 
partment report. 

The soldiers, who had 
been conducting a coun¬ 
terterrorism exercise, were 
heavily armed. They identi¬ 
fied themselves to police 
and were able to “de-esca¬ 
late the situation,” the re¬ 
port says.

Liberals point to 
‘culture of deceit’ 

O Say fault in Oda case is with Harper government 
O Bloc calls for cabinet minister’s resignation 


A Conservative minister 
who’s admitted she or¬ 
dered a funding approval 
to be doctored is a symp¬ 
tom of the Harper gov¬ 
ernment’s “culture of 
deceit,” Liberals said yes¬ 
terday, while the Bloc 
Quebecois demanded Bev 
Oda’s resignation. 

The international co¬ 
operation minister is on 
the hot seat after belated¬ 
ly claiming that she di¬ 
rected an already-signed 


document to be crudely 
altered by adding a single 
hand-written word — 
“not” — that reversed the 
decision. 

While the Bloc is de¬ 
manding Oda be fired. 
Liberal foreign affairs 
critic Bob Rae said re¬ 
sponsibility for her be¬ 
haviour rests with Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper. 

“This doesn’t end with 
Bev Oda. This has to do 
with Mr. Harper,” said 


Rae. He called it “a sign 
of all that’s taking place 
inside the Harper govern¬ 
ment.” 

Oda’s statement Mon¬ 
day in the House of Com¬ 
mons was just the latest 
explanation in a shifting 
government line on why 
a longstanding multi¬ 
faith foreign-aid group, 
KAIROS, was stripped of 
$7 million in federal 
funding in 2009.

A small commercial air¬ 
liner crashed Monday 
near the capital of Hon¬ 
duras, killing all 14 peo¬ 
ple aboard, including a 
Canadian citizen.

Ottawa will appeal a court 
ruling that found wireless 
provider Globalive — oper¬ 
ator of the Wind Mobile 
cellphone service — does¬ 
n’t have enough Canadian 
ownership to operate in 
this country. 

“We are convinced that 
Globalive is a Canadian 
company and meets the 
Canadian ownership and 
control requirements un¬ 
der the Telecommunica¬ 
tions Act,” Industry 
Minister Tony Clement 
said yesterday. “Globalive 
should therefore be able to 
continue to offer service in 
the wireless telecommuni¬ 
cations market.”

A Federal Court ruling 
this month quashed 
Clement’s 2009 decision 
to overrule a Canadian Ra¬ 
dio-television and 

Telecommunications Com¬ 
mission assessment that 
Globalive, financed largely 
by Egypt-based Orascom, 
wasn’t Canadian-owned 
and controlled. 

Clement said Ottawa 
has not rejected the idea of 
opening the entire indus¬ 
try to foreign investment, 
but added the government 
is not ready to outline its 
plans.

Watson is some machine. 


N amed after the 
founder of IBM, 
Watson is a super 
computer worthy of 
the title. Built from 
10 racks of IBM 
servers, it has 15 terabytes of 
RAM and the processing power 
of 2,800 of the most powerful 
computers on the market. 

Watson is a humdinger, all 
right. But even with all that fire¬ 
power, so far it has only 
managed to tie a human contest¬ 
ant on Jeopardy! As I write, there 
are two nights left to go, and 
Watson better get game or it’s 
going to lose to some guy named 
Brad. 

Watson is a quantum leap 
ahead of the most famous IBM 
computer to date. Deep Blue, 


which humbled world chess 
champ Garry Kasparov in 1997. 

But as impressive as Watson 
is, it still has trouble with trivia. 
During a diy run before its 
appearance on 
Jeopardy! it 
answered the ques¬ 
tion: “What do 
grasshoppers eat?” 
with “Kosher!” 
causing its 
programmers to 
choke on their pas¬ 
trami sandwich 
and write another 
million lines of 
codes to correct the 
problem. 

Is it just me, or is this a 
massive amount of effort to cre¬ 
ate nothing more than a giant 
nerd? A nerd that can answer 
most trivia questions in three to 
five seconds, but a nerd nonethe¬ 


less. Consider the evidence. It 
plays chess. It competes on Jeop¬ 
ardy!, the exclusive domain of 
nerds. 

If these IBM scientists had a 
life, maybe they 
could create a ma¬ 
chine that does 
something useful: 
Pick stocks that 
only increase in 
value; remember 
where I left my car 
keys; or find a de¬ 
cent restaurant in 
Nanaimo. 

Instead, it’s re¬ 
ally good at identi¬ 
fying the names of Beatles songs 
from their lyrics. Big deal. I 
already know how to do that. 

According to some experts, 
Watson’s ability to answer ques¬ 
tions will revolutionize call cen¬ 
tres. Great. Instead of getting

some bozo from South Carolina, 
we’ll get some bozo from the 
cloud answering the question:

Our desire to create a 
machine that’s smarter than we 
are is kind of pathetic. After all, 
we’re limited by that fundamen¬ 
tal law of computing: Garbage 
in, garbage out.

Which explains why Watson is 
so easily confused. It’s one of us. 

Meanwhile, Watson and Brad 
conclude their epic battle 
tonight.

Global warming is a loom¬ 
ing threat to stability and 
national security around 
the world, and mihtaries 
should spend some of 
their ever-expanding budg¬ 
ets on reducing carbon 
emissions to avoid 
“chmate chaos,” the UN’s 
top climate official said 
yesterday. 

Ghristiana Figueres, 
head of the UN chmate sec¬ 
retariat, warned of the 
destabilizing effects creat¬ 
ed by growing water 
stress, dechning crop 
5 helds and damage from 
extreme storms in some of 
the world’s poorest coun¬ 
tries, which could set off 
mass international migra¬ 
tion and regional conflicts. 

Figueres said the 
world’s militaiy budgets 


grew by 50 per cent in the 
first nine years of this cen- 
tuiy. Rather than continue 
that growth in weaponiy, 
she said, the generals 
should invest in preventa¬ 
tive budgets to “avoid the 
climate chaos that would 
demand a defence 
response that makes even 
today’s spending burden 
look light.” 

Scientists and defence 


think-tanks have warned 
for years of the heightened 
militaiy risks created by 
global warming. In 2007, 
the UN panel of climate 
scientists said hundreds of 
millions of Africans will 
face persistent drought 
and food insecurity over 
the next decades that 
could prompt many to 
abandon ancestral homes.

The show starts with the 
words, “Somewhere in South 
America.” Why not choose a 
specific country?

Mardi Gras season O Students are expected to descend on city and boost 
tourist numbers that have been down since Hurricane Katrina

Alexa Von Staden and her 
fiancee had just one 
thought when it came to 
spring break this year: Mar¬ 
di Gras in New Orleans. 

“We figured it was now 
or never,” said Von Staden, 
who recently completed 
her master’s at the Univer¬ 
sity of Florida. “Because 
Mardi Gras is so late this 
year that it matches up 
with spring break. Who 
knows when that will hap¬ 
pen again?” 

Mardi Gras is March 8. 
The next time it will be this 
late is in 2038, when it falls 
on March 9. 

New Orleans tourism of¬ 
ficials, who have begun an 
advertising campaign to at¬ 
tract younger visitors, be¬ 
lieve the happy 
convergence will give them 
a boost over Mardi Gras 


2010, which was the 
biggest since hurricane Kat¬ 
rina hit in 2005. 

A study done for the 
New Orleans Convention 
and Visitors Bureau said the 
city was not getting its 
share of 18- to 34-year-old 
visitors, despite its reputa¬ 
tion as a party town. New 
advertising campaigns are 
being geared to that demo¬ 
graphic, said bureau 
spokeswoman Kelly Schulz. 

“I was kind of surprised 
by it,” Schulz said. “We are 
family friendly, but we also 
think people should see 
more of our night life.” 

The campaign, with the 
theme “New Orleans, 
you’re different here,” puts 
further emphasis on the 
city’s food, music and night 
life. 

At Mardi Gras, the party

EARL BERNHARDT, OWNER OF FIVE 
FRENCH QUARTER BARS 

takes to the streets, packing 
the parade routes in many 
areas, and turning Bombon 
Street into a raucous, X-rat¬ 
ed celebration for the 
young and free-spirited. 

Certainly those in the 
hospitality business are ex¬ 
pecting a nice bump, even 
above last Mardi Gras when 
the New Orleans Saints’ Su¬ 
per Bowl victory was help¬ 
ing to draw people to the 
city. 

“This year we are about 
30 to 35 per cent ahead of 
the pace compared to last 


year and we had a veiy 
good year last year,” said Gil 
Zanchi, general manager 
for the New Orleans Mar¬ 
riott and the five other Mar¬ 
riott hotels in the city. 

Students looking for 
spring break adventures 
can’t be credited for all the 
boost in room bookings, 
said Diana K. Schwam, who 
wrote the Frommer’s New 
Orleans guide book. 

“A lot of them stay with 
family or friends, or they 
crash 40 to a room, you re¬ 
member those days,” she 
said. 

Mardi Gras has a lot of 
cachet for college students, 
but the later date will draw 
other celebrants as well, as¬ 
suring visitors of good 
weather. And because it 
falls more than two months 
after Christmas, “people 


have paid off some of those 
bills and have more money 
to spend,” Schwam said. 

“I think New Orleans 
will get some spring break¬ 
ers, certainly,” said Bill 
Miller, a senior vice presi¬ 
dent of CheapOair. “But 
with the millions of kids 
who head out for that peri¬ 
od, there won’t be a sub¬ 
stantial swing from 
Cancun,” the Mexican 
beach resort that remains 
the No. 1 international des¬ 
tination for spring break. 

College students who 
show up on Bourbon Street 
can look forward to round- 
the-clock partying, accord¬ 
ing to Earl Bernhardt, 
owner of five French Quar¬ 
ter bars, including one that 
sports the biggest balcony 
on Bourbon Street.

• 10 cups (2.5 L) low sodium 
beef stock 


Preparation: 

I ln soup pot, heat oil 
over medium high heat 
and brown sausages on 
all sides.

• 2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
fresh basil 


Preparation: 

1 Remove casings from 
sausages and discard. 
Crumble sausage meat 
into large shallow 
saucepan and cook 
sausage, stirring 
constantly over medium 
high heat for about 5 
minutes or until 
browned and no longer 
pink. Remove to bowl. 


2 Add oil to saucepan and 
return to medium heat. 
Add onion and garlic 
and cook, stirring for 
about 3 minutes. Stir in 
rice to coat. Add squash 
and cook, stirring for 1 
minute to coat well.

T hinking of jump¬ 
ing ship to the 
competition? Or 
are you dreaming 
of developing a rival firm? 
You’d better think twice 
before taking your clients 
with you. 

Having made the deci¬ 
sion to jump to a competi¬ 
tor, Paul Brownlee 
thought he could solicit 


his old clients to join him. 
But his former employer, 
Phoenix Restorations Ltd., 
felt otherwise. 

Brownlee had signed 
three emplo 5 mient con¬ 
tracts with Phoenix provid¬ 
ing that, for two years after 
his departure, he would 
not compete with the com¬ 
pany or solicit its clients. 

Despite the contracts, 
once Brownlee left 
Phoenix he visited two of 
its major clients on behalf 
of his new employer in an 
effort to solicit them. After 
learning of this, 

Phoenix applied for an 
interim court order seek¬ 
ing to prohibit Brownlee 
from working for a com¬ 
petitor and from soliciting 
Phoenix’s customers. 

In assessing whether to 
uphold a contract limiting 


post-emplo 5 nnent competi¬ 
tion, a court must first de¬ 
termine if that agreement 
is reasonable and fair. 

According to the B.C. 
judge who recently heard 
this case, Phoenix’s con¬ 
tracts with Brownlee were 
unenforceable. The con¬ 
tractual clauses limiting 
competition and solicita¬ 
tion were too broad and 
captured business that 
Phoenix did not compete 
for. In the court’s view, 
placing such restraints on 
Brownlee was unfair. 

This case demonstrates 
how far Canadian courts 
may go to overturn what 
is perceived to be an un¬ 
fair limit on competition. 

The key is often 
whether or not a contract 
will be upheld. Upon de¬ 
parting, employees should 


consider the following: 

• Does your contract limit 
solicitation and/or compe¬ 
tition? Such clauses are 
commonplace in today’s 
employment contracts — 
and are increasingly being 
enforced. 

• In addition to contractu¬ 
al obligations, all employ¬ 
ees have implied duties of 
good faith and fidelity to¬ 
ward their employers, 
which prohibit taking 
confidential client infor¬ 
mation to use in competi¬ 
tion against a former 
employer. 

• Employees entrusted 
with control over the busi¬ 
ness or even key aspects of 
it may be viewed as fiduci¬ 
aries who are required to 
act in the company’s best 
interest long after their de¬ 
parture. 
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Help your kids learn to read

The foundation of lan¬ 
guage and literaqr skills is 
laid during early child¬ 
hood, so early learning is 
important to lifelong de¬ 
velopment. Researchers 
have identified some of 
the most important factors 
that help children learn to 
read. While there are some 
definite skills children 
need to develop, it is also 
vital that children read 
things they enjoy, and en¬ 
joy what they read. 

• Phonemic awareness: 
Helps the child to hear, 
identify and manipulate 
individual sounds (or 
phonemes) into words. 


• Fluency instruction: 
Reading accurately and 
quickly can be assisted by 
modeling fluency (reading 
aloud to children), provid¬ 
ing books at the child’s 
level, repeated oral read¬ 
ing, increasing practice 
through audiotapes, tu¬ 
tors and peer guidance. 

• Vocabulary: Ways to 
teach vocabulary to chil¬ 
dren include teaching spe¬ 
cific words before 
reading, providing activi¬ 
ties involving those words 
(mental images or acting 
out definitions), and re¬ 
peating vocabulaiy in dif¬ 
ferent contexts. 


• Text comprehension: 
Strategies to help children 
understand what they are 
reading include reading 
comprehension questions, 
understanding the story 
structure (such as plot and 
setting), summarizing, re¬ 
flecting on prior knowl¬ 
edge to make connections, 
and using graphic organiz¬ 
ers (such as bubble charts). 

• Motivation: Children are 
motivated to read if they 
find the text interesting 
and have background 
knowledge on the topic. 
Children are often drawn 
to illustrations, graphics 
and display features.

rue, it should be self-evident that 
a pro atlilete would give liis all 
night in and night out, no mat¬ 
ter how far off (or mathematical¬ 
ly impossible) the playoffs may 
be, but the spectre of tanking is always 
going to surround a wounded and over¬ 
matched team. 

But for Edmonton fans, there will 
still be another high first-round pick at 
the draft this summer and a wistftil gaze 
to the future. 

How long must the Copper and Blue 
faithful wait for that future, you ask? 
Perhaps a little longer than the average 
fan is comfortable with. 

Kings GM Dean Lombardi told me in 
an interview last season that his rebuild 
in Los Angeles was many years in the 
making, from the initial teardown to 
the eventual payoff of a post-season 
berth last year (where the Kings lost a 
tough series to Vancouver). And for 
those of you up on the current stand¬ 
ings, the Kings aren’t exactly burning 
things up in the West, so success isn’t al¬ 
ways a straight-up line. 

Looking at two recent rebuilds: Pitts¬ 
burgh was still awful a year after van¬ 


ning the Sidney Crosby lottery, which 
earned them the right to pick Jordan 
Staal second overall the following sea¬ 
son. With Evgeni Malkin and Marc-An- 
dre Fleury already in the fold as top-two 
picks in their respective draft classes, 
the Pens had their nucleus. But the 
young team missed the playoffs that in¬ 
augural Sid season and fell to the Sens 
the following campaign in the first 
round. After that it was back-to-back 
Stanley Cup battles against Detroit, with 
Pittsburgh winning out in the rematch. 

The Chicago Blackhawks drafted de¬ 
fenders Duncan Keith (2002) and Brent 
Seabrook (2003) years before breaking 
through once Jonathan Toews and 
Patrick Kane were added to the fold 
(both were on the roster by 2007-08) up 
front. They too missed the post-season 
in that first season with all hands on 
deck, but then went to the conference 
final and a Stanley Cup victory after 
that. 

Does this mean playoffs next year for 
the Oilers? Unfortunately. Edmonton 
still needs pieces, particularly on de¬ 
fence and in net. But the team is on the 
right path.

Visually, the G25’s appearance is virtually 
identical to that of the G37, and that’s a 
good thing. But where they part 
company, of course, is the powertrain. 
The G37 has a 328-horsepower 3.7-litre 
V6, while the G25 makes do with a 218- 
horsepower 2.5-litre V6. 

Given the fact that the G25 has 30 per 
cent less power than the G37 and is only 
slightly lighter, a more modest rate of ac¬ 
celeration is definitely in the cards. 


The G-series, with its rear- and all¬ 
wheel-drive architecture, was original¬ 
ly created to challenge the likes of 
BMW’s 3 series, the Audi A4 and the 
Mercedes-Benz G-class sedans. 

Since its 2003-model-year launch, 
the highly regarded “G” has helped es¬ 
tablish Infiniti as a serious rival in the 
entiy-premium category. 


The subtly flared fenders that contain the G25’s 
standard 17-inch alloy wheels offer some clue that 
this sedan speaks the language of performance. 

One advantage of not downsizing to create an 
entiy model is that you get a roomy, comfortable 
car to drive with plenty of luxuiy-grade amenities. 

In case you are concerned that the G25 is a seri¬ 
ously decontented ride, it arrives with standard 
leather-covered seats, climate control, aluminum 
trim, remote keyless start and a six-speaker audio 
system with satellite radio capability.

You’re probably familiar 
with batteiy-electric hy¬ 
brids, which use a combi¬ 
nation of a gasoline engine 
and electricity from the 
battery. 

But there are a few oth¬ 
er types of hybrids, includ¬ 
ing Porsche’s experimental 
918 RSR race car. Rather 
than a battery, it uses a 
high-speed fl 5 ^heel to 
store and release energy to 
its electric motors. 

“It’s a hybrid system 
that’s ideal for racing situa¬ 
tions,” says Laurance Yap, 
manager of public rela¬ 
tions for Porsche Canada. 
“You will not see it on your 
Prius. This charges and dis¬ 
charges very quickly, giv¬ 
ing eight to 10 seconds of 
power.” 

The flj^heel, made of 


carbon fibre blades, sits on 
the floor in the passenger 
compartment and spins up 
to some 40,000 r.p.m. For 
safety, it’s housed in an alu¬ 
minum alloy enclosure. 

The 918 RSR uses a 563- 
horsepower V8 racing en¬ 
gine that turns its rear 
wheels, along with two 
electric motors that add 
another 204 horsepower 
and power only the front 
wheels. Energy is stored in 
the fl 5 Avheel during brak¬ 
ing and then released 
when the driver pushes a 
button on the steering 
wheel. 

“It’s ideal for a race car, 
because on the track 
you’re always accelerating 
or braking as hard as you 
can,” Yap says. 

“On the road, you would 
probably never brake hard 
enough to charge it up. It’s 
almost ‘free’ energy, since 
you pick it up during brak¬ 
ing, discharge it, and the 
next time you brake you 
pick it up again. It’s instan¬ 
taneous, and you’re not 


I Forget batteries | 

Most hybrids use batteries, 
but that isn't the only solu¬ 
tion. 

Hydraulic hybrid trucks use 
kinetic energy from brak¬ 
ing to send fluid from a 
reservoir to an accumula¬ 
tor under pressure — in ef¬ 
fect, storing that energy. 

► When power is needed, 
the accumulator releases 
the energy to the vehicle's 
driveshaft. The fluid 
returns to the reservoir, 
ready to be pressurized 
again. 

cariying around hundreds 
of pounds of batteries that 
you’re depleting slowly. 

“You can charge and dis¬ 
charge it between comers, 
using the electric power in¬ 
stead of more gasoline 
power to go between the 
two points. You can also 
lengthen the time between 
pit stops. If an average race 
lap is eight minutes, you 
could get an extra lap out

of the car by using the hy¬ 
brid system as a fuel con¬ 
sumption measure.” 

Porsche previously used 
the hybrid fl 5 Avheel system 
on its 911 GTS R hybrid rac¬ 
er, where it ran in several 
races including the Ameri¬ 
can Le Mans Series. 

“You’re going to see 
more of this in every cate¬ 
gory of automobiles, 
whether on the road or on 
the track,” Yap says. “There 
is definitely an application 
for hybrid technology in 
racing. It’s just very differ¬ 
ent from the hybrid tech¬ 
nology that you see on the 
street.”
